Valid points can be made both for 
my ruling (which I see as the most logical, "--'naturally) and those on 
Gilliland's sido (which I see as illogical but?. le,gal) \ So Conrad's 
correct -- wrong and ; 1 1 m fight. but, in-^a sense, he's incorrect.

In real life the Turkish unit would 
make it, and there have , -been cases where, through mixups, such things 
have happened/in warfare . But who, wind? Does the rule stating that no 
unit: may dislodge its own. unit apply? I would have to rule that it 
does, that, it's a standoff , ' since the Italian player 1 - is offering a sup- 
port against the moves of another of his own units. I think they can- 
cel themselves out. Ulhat do you think? 

By the way -- on the Gilliland question many people asked what 
about if that were a 3rd power's unit in Denmark., It wasn't, so the 
analogy doesn't apply. But I'll discuss that point next time.
